BREWER SCHORR’S TURF CAREER. 



Brewer Schorr’s second venture on the turf is 
energetic enough if not of great financial result. 
I suppose that the Western turf owes him 
$100,000. His last venture was as the Gam- 
brinus stable. It gave Tom Kiley a fabulous 
price for Wightman and embraced that speedy 
villain, Servitor. Then he had John Garcia for 
a trainer, and Bob Francis— nearing overweight 
and his end— as a jockey, 

If I should live and write for a century more, 
the last race Servitor ran in the Gambrinus col- 
ors would never get out of my eye, I saw the 
horse win again for Barney Schreiber, but the 
Gambrinus stable’s Washington Park race had 
its angles, as the billiard players say. I had for- 
gotten all about Servitor last August, when in St. 
Louis on business I went to see Schreiber’s noble 
farm at Bridgeton, half an honr’s ride from the 
city of Wabash. I’d seen Balgowan and thought 
of Kinzea Stone, the Hyde Park stakes of 1890 
and the famous lawsuit that came out of it, 
patted Innocence and Lemon Blossom, fondled 
Pennyroyal — the true— and her shapely and pre- 
cocious daughter by. the great Morello and ex- 
changed ideas on courage and truth with a 
weakness of my own— gray and gallant Braw 
Scot. On the end they led out a shapely bay 
horse. He seemed familiar to me. Still I 
couldn’t place him. Not one of the dozen 
natives said a word. I walked around the 
horse. There was a jagged scar on the left hip. 
“Why, that’s Servitor!” I said. “Sure!” an- 
swered the burly master of Woodlands. Then I 
told them a story. It wound around that scar 
and ran this way: “Joe Murphy and I went out 
to report the racing at Washington Park July 
22, 1892. That was before the day of western form 
sheets and we used to knock about and do the best 
we could for news. A lot came out of the last 
race. That horse, Servitor, then in the Gam- 
brinus stable, was a hot favorite. He opened 
at 7 to 10 and 4 to 5, and, though heavily backed 
—Schorr put about $11,000 on him— he went back 
to even money. Joe Burke and Clint Riley were 
in the stand and didn’t like the look of the bet- 
ting, There was a sharp play on Minqie Cee, 
backed from 8 to 5 to 1. She was owned by the 
more or less sharp Calms of St. Louis 4 who had 
Linda, too. Burke called and told me about 
his dislike of the ring indications and asked mo 
if I would get Murphy and act with him as 
patrol judges. I did it. Murf went to the 
post and I stood on the turn near the 
three-quarter pole. There were only six in 
the lot, but insane Lillian Lindsay and that 
one-eyed California horror, Pescador, were 
among the six, and it took Jimmy Sheridan 
thirty minutes nearly to get them away. Servi- 
tor was in the last three, and iuside. As he got 
to the five-furlong starting stand George Miller, 
on Kiugstock, bore in on him. There was a 
sharp crash, and going to the half Servitor was 
back in fifth place and trouble. Francis rode 
him desperately and used catgut and steel to 
their limit. The horse simply couldn’t get up, 
and Minnie Cee, off in front, won in almost 
what is termed ‘a gallop.’ The judges liked 
the result less than the betting. It was the 
suspicious glint of one to the resultive other. 
They came near ruling Schorr and Garcia 
off, though tickets were showed and protests 
and explanations made. While Servitor was 
taken to his stall Murf and J were walk- 
ing from!our posts. We got to the stand and 
reported that, as far as we could see, Servitor 
had been used to win every foot of the route. 
Then the judicial idea was uncovered. No de- 
cision had been made. Both of us had heard 
the crash. * Have you examined the horse?’ I 
asked, They hadn’t but would. Servitor was 
brought back. "Blood was running in a slow 



stream from a deep cut on the left hit/. Our^re- 
port fitted with it, a decision was made, bets 
paid — ours wasn’t ; we bet on Servitpr — and 
Schorr and Garcia relieved. 

The next day we went over — in a band — to 
that five furlong starting box. It was on the 
inner track, split in two, and on the split edges 
were some of those missing hairs. That’s how 
that horse earned that scar.” Then they led 
him back to the depth of straw and volume of 
hay in his box stall.

SUNNY WINS A FAST RACE 



It was cloudy at Lakeside yesterday and a 
shower fell before the second race, but it didn’t 
interfere with the racing, or hurt the track 
which was fast and in good order. The attend- 
ance was up to the average and the sport 
spirited, though only one favorite, Easter Eve 
in the two-year-old race, and two second choices. 
Beryl Star in the opening event and Sunny in 
the mile and a quarter, were successful. 
Revenue in the fifth race, one of Captain Rice’s 
good things, was the outsider of the day, as he 
landed the purse at 50 to 1, being at one time as 
high as 150 to 1. 

The event of the afternoon was the mile and a 
quarter selling race, in which there were eight 
starters, Jack the Jew w T as an odds on favorite, 
with Sunny at 6 and Pat Malloy Jr. 7 to 1. 
Jack the Jew showed in front to a good start, 
but ho was taken back, and Dorsey sending 
Sunny to the front led past the stand by two 
lengths. The three-year-old improved his lead 
round the turn and opened a big gap. All along 
the back stretch he increased his advantage, 
and reminded old racegoers of VanBuren’s per- 
formance at Washington. The boys on the 
other horses, evidently thought he would come 
back, and it was not till the half mile pole that 
Jack the Jew commenced to go after him, Dick 
Tension up to that time having been second and 
Pat Malloy Jr, third. Round the turn Sunny- 
kept up his rapid gait and Jack the Jew could 
not decrease his lead to less than six lengths. 
Full of running Sunny led into the stretch and 
coming on won in a galop by ten lengths in the 
very fast time of 2:07%, beating the Indiana 
record by three seconds. Jack the Jew was 
second and Dick Tension third. Sunny ran in 
the colors of J. Steppe, the ex-jockey, for the 
first time, Hankins Johnson having disposed 
of the colt two days ago for the nominal sum of 
$200, to be paid when he had won two races. 
Sunny is in the Decoration Day handicap at 75 
pounds, and though he incurs a five pound pen- 
alty for his win, his chances look good, if none 
of the real good ones come. 

Big Strivo was scratched from the maiden 
three-year-old race. Beryl Star, the second 
choice had an easy thing of it, Terragnes, the 
favorite, not running a good race. 

Easter Eve, with Magnusson up, scored a win 
for John Brenock in the 2-year-old race. She 
was favorite and made the running, but only 
managed to beat Vanessa by half a length. 

Lollie Eastin was the pick in the third event, 
with Miss Kitty second choice. Lucinda got 
the best of the start, but that greatly improved 
colt Bob Lee went to the front at once, and led 
into the stretch-, followed by Lollie Eastin. The 
pair raced together from the eighth pole, and 
Bob Lee looked like stopping at the sixteenth. 
He came again and won by a short neck, though, 
if Everett had made his effort sooner, Lollie 
would probably have won. 

Nannie D and Kirk were most fancied in the 
fifth race. Inspector Hunt made the running to 
the stretch, where the lot closed up. Kirk in 
trying to come through next the rails got shut 
out by Revenue, and Nannie D looked like a 
winner fifty yards from home, when Revenue 
came with a rush and well ridden, beat her a 
head. 

Hi Henry was an even money shot in the last 
race. Virgie Dixon made the running to the 
stretch, where she gave it up, and Panout came 
on. Hugh Penny made a strong effort with the 
favorite, but he could not quite get up, and Pan- 
out won by a neck, while Outgo, who had come 
with a tremendous rush the last furlong, finished 
on the outside a short head behind. 



ST. LOUIS FAIR GROUNDS WRECKED. 



There was a disaster at St. Louis yesterday 
afternoon. There are no particulars. At mid- 
night there was not one wire between Chicago 
and St. Louis. There -were but two reports. 
One came on a suburban line. It said: “Big 
bridge down. Whole town wiped out.” 

The racing wire gave the other. It simply 
said: “Cyclone coming. Roof of grand stand 
off. Lot of people killed.”
